This  is  not  always  so, 
but  the  danger  exists  that  labor  may  come 
increasingly  to  regard  the  strike  prmci* 
pally  as  a means  to  enforce  demands  rather 
than  as  last  protective  resort.  Even  more 
di.squietmg  Is  the  use  of  the  strike  as  a 
pohtiral  weapon  againsf  responsible  gov- 
ernment.

Amendments  to  the  Motor  vehicle  An 
undertaken  by  the  Provincial  Legisla- 
ture this  session  should  m the  main 
give  British  Columbia  a much  more 
practical  code  covering  the  licensing  of 
vehicles  and  drivers,  and  their  conduct  on 
the  highways.  The  changes,  moat  of  which 
have  been  recommended  repeatedly  by  this 
jiaper.  take  account  of  the  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  vehicles  and  of  the  fact  that 
some  regulations  which  may  have  been 
workable  a decade  ago  are  not  so  today. 

Extension  of  vehicle  and  driving  licence;- 
to  cover  a five-year  term  removes  much  of 
thr  Inconvenience  and  time  loss  caused 
hitherto.  At  the  same  lime  the  new  plan 
must  materially  reduce  the  work  and  cost 
of  the  licensing  office,  which  gives  nse  to 
wonderment  why  the  Government  has  not 
seen  fit  to  make  some  concessions  m fees 
Motorists  are  probably  the  most  heavily 
burdened  group  of  taxpayers  in  the  coun- 


try. and  m British  Columbia  the  vehicle 
licence  charges  arc  almost  $10  higher  than 
the  national  average.  In  view  of  the  high 
Dominion  and  provincial  taxes  on  vehicle 
purchase  prices  and  the  ten-cent  levy  on 
every  gallon  of  gasoline,  motorists  were 
entitled  to  expect  some  easing  of  llcehce 
fees  w’hcn  the  Government  makes  substan- 
tial savings  in  its  own  administrative  cost.i 
So  far  as  changes  m the  penal  sectiom 
are  concerned,  these  reflect  a general 
tightening  up  of  the  act  to  make  infractions 
nfiore  costly.  The  careless  and  incompetent 
drivers  have  only  themselves  to  blame  for 
that.

THX  obaervation  la  made  frequently 
that  Winston  Churchill  should 
have  retired  in  1M6  instead  of  con- 
teaUag  on  rlectioo  which  ended  in  his 
defeat  and  therefore,  it  Is  alleged, 
diminuhad  bis  wartime  halo. 

If  posterity  rubs  off  hia  luatae  be- 
cause of  this  there  will  be  aomeihlng 

the  matter  with  poeterity,  but  that  ia 
by  the  way. 

Uoyd  George  u mvariably  cited  aa 
an  example  that  should  have  remind- 
ed Churchill  about  the  pueber  oimI 
the  weU.  albeit  the  IMS  election  was 
his  first  aa  parly  leader.  Mr  Uoyd 
Oeorge  hung  onto  office  until  he  was 
deposed  by  the  electorate  Prime  min- . 
liters  uauoUy  do.  but  they  are  not  all 
war  leaders  who  gain  great  renown 
and  who  If  they  had  the  prescience  to 
quit  at  the  paycholog leal  ^ momant 
would  be  assured  of  aduUUon  forever. 

In  ChurchlU’a  case  the  situation  ia 
made  more  Intriguing,  fn  some  eyes 
because  he  la  on  record  as  stating 
that  very  thing  about  Uoyd  Oeorge. 
namely,  that  the  latter  should  have 
got  out  of  politics  while  the  going  was 
good.  Churchill  ia  accused  of  scorning 
hla  own  judgment  whan  it  la  applied 
to  himself. 

* * • 

Hindsight  causes  it  to  be  overlooked 
that  the  cases  of  Churchill  and  Uoyd 
Oeorge  are  not  parallel.  The  eircum- 
atancea  were  vastly  different. 

When  Uoyd  George  could  have  quit 
with  honor,  the  1914-18  war  was  over. 
He  won  one  postwar  election,  in  I9U. 
and  lost  the  next,  in  1922. 

When  Churchill  fought  the  194i 
eleetlM)  the  war  was  atlll  on.  That 
simple  fact  seems  lo  be  very  easily 
Ipiored.  Germany  had  been  beaten 
but  Japan  was  still  in  the  field,  and 
as  of  June.  1M5,  she  was  expected  lo 
be  in  the  field  for  at  least  another 
year.  It  la  only  after-knowledge  that 
informs  us  the  Japanese  surrendered 
'wo  months  later 

The  world  did  not  know  before  ii 
happened  that  an  atomic  bomb  would 
brmg  the  Pacific  half  of  the  war  to  a 
sudden  eloee  Mr  Churchill  knew 
about  the  atom  bomb,  but  he  could 
scarcely  get  op  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons in  May.  1945.  and  say  In  effect 
that  the  Allies  had  a new  secret 
weapon  and  it  would  be  dropped  on 
Hiroshima  in  August  and  probably 
force  the  Japs  to  give  in;  and  that 
being  so  the  war  was  as  good  aa  over 
• nd  he  didn't  want  to  larnl.sh  his  per- 
sonal prestige  by  being  beaten  in  a.n 
election,  and  so  he  would  resign  forth- 
with to  order  to  depart  In  a cloud  of 
glory. 

* * * 

No.  he  could  scarcely  do  that.  Had 
h#  turned  over  the  reins  lo  Anthony 
Eden.  then,  he  would  have  been  forced 
to  Invent  aome  unconvincing  reason

Churchill,  the  great  war  leader. 
quitUng  to  the  middle  of  the  war* 
And  hia  co-architect  of  victory.  Roose- 
velt, just  a month  dead' 

The  effect  on  the  relations  ol  Bri- 
tain and  America  would  have  been 
ruinous  to  this  day.  The  United  fiiaiea 
would  have  been  affronted  beyond 
repair,  for  the  Japanese  were  their 
particular  enemy  and  they  had  de- 
ferred revenging  themselves  In  full 
for  Pearl  Harbor  ao  that  HJiJar  might 
be  defeated  first.  It  would  have  been 
sure  proof  to  them  that  Britain  was 
not  areally  miaresled  to  campaigning 
against  Japan

Western  Powers  to  Confer  in  London 


By  W.  S.  EWER 

T OKQON.  — Although  no  dcftoite 
i-*  arrangements  have  been  made,  it 
is  now  taken  for  granted  that  the 
American.  BriUah  and  French  foreign 
Ministers  will  meet  during  the  next 
few  weeks— probably  In  London,  In 
April. 

The  meeting  has  no  implication  of 
urgency  or  anything  in  the  nature  ot 
a crisis.  Nor  u It  to  be  called  *0 
discuss  any' particular  problem  or  take 
any  special  decision.  Such  meetings 
are  Indeed  likely  to  be  periodic.  This 
informal  council  of  three  has  to  a way 
taken  over  the  luncUona  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Foreign  Ministers  since  the 
attitude  of  the  Soviet  Oovernment  to 
the  other  three  powers  deprived  that 
body  of  all  utilliy  And  like  the  Coun- 
cil of  foreign  Ministers,  it  has  a 
double  purpose. 

First  of  all.  It  U a meeting  ot  Uie 
Foreign  Ministers  of  the  three  gov. 
ernmente  which  are  now  Jointly  re- 
sponsible for  Western  Germany  Sec- 
ondly. It  gives  an  opportunity  for  In- 
formal discussion  and  exchange  of 
views  on  all  other  questions  of  com- 
mon concern  of  tHo  “three  world 
powers"  of  the  Western  system 
* * * 

The  maeting  to  Pans,  in  November, 
was  devoted  almo.vl  entirely  to  Ger- 
man problems:  and  it  wa.s  then  de- 
cided in  principle  to  hold  another 
msettng  in  the  Bpring,  also  with  Ger- 
many as  the  chief  subject  for  dis- 
cussion. Bui.  since  November,  there 
have  been  other  developments  which 
may  require  considerable  modiAcatlon 
of  the  expected  agenda. 

During  these  months  there  .has 
come  about  a fundamental  change  ui 
the  international  structure  of  the 
world  The  Soviet  Union  and  lU 
associates  have  withdrawn  from  alt 
paruclpation  in  the  organs  of  the 
United  Nations.  Thai  may  only  be 
temporary.  The  immediate  reason  for 
It  is  unwUUngnesa  to  take  part  in  any 
mork  or  any  organixatkm  witli  rapre- 
«eniauvfs  of  the  Chinese  Nationalist 
Oovernment  But  there  are  some  In- 
dications that  it  Is  intended  to  b«  4 
prelude  to  permanent  withdrawal 
And  - permanent  or  temporary  — So- 
viet serewion  Is  a fact  It  means  Uiat 


at  the  present  Ume  the  United  Na- 
tions has  ceased  to  be  of  any  lue  for 
setUemani,  or  even  discussion,  of  any 
matters  at  issue  between  the  "Soviet 
camp’’  and  the  West.  Incidaruaily, 
one  may  note  that  to  talk  in  such  cir- 
cumstances of  breaking  the  deaulock 
by  calling  a special  meeting  01  the 
Becurlly  Counctl  to  Europe,  oi  by 
holding  a special  meeting  ol  the 
Aasembly  in  Moscow,  is  completely 
unreal.  The  Russians  would  neither 
welcome  the  Council  nor  atteno  the 
Assembly.

Even  '"orcUnary 
diplomatic  channels"  between  the  two

And  with  Russia  lUelf  diplomatic 
relations  arc  very  tenuous.

Soviet  diplomats  in 
the  West  "keep  ihcmselvea  to  them- 
selves". There  is  hardly  any  toUr- 
course  except  in  the  form  of  written 
communications— usually  of  more  or 
less  unpleasant  character 

In  fact,  within  the  pa.it  few  monlhv
